Begin seeks site rotation 
for negotiations with Egypt

TEL AVIV. — Israel has no objection 
to holding peace talks with Egypt in 
Tsmailiya — for one week. After that 
they must move to an Israeli city, for 
instance Beersheba, Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin said last night.

Referring to Jerusalem, Begin 
emphasized that the city Is ‘reunited 
and indivisible — the eternal capital 
of the State of Israe} as long as the 
Jewish people live.”

Begin, Sadat

Afterwards, he said, Israel should 
agree that this sensitive issue be 
resolved through negotiations. 

He ‘disclosed that Defence 
Secretary Harold Brown would be 
sending a letter to his Israeli 
counterpart, Ezer Welzman, spelling 
out America’s commitment to ‘‘con- 
sult” with Israe) about the construc- 
tion of two new Negev airbases and 
to ‘participate in the cost to a degree 
to be determined in the future.”" 

In his opening statement, Carter 
disclosed that he had spoken by 
telephone yesterday with both Begin 
and Sadat. Begin had informed him 
that Foreign Minister Moshe Dayan 
would head the Israeli delegation to 
the peace treaty negotiations with 
Egypt. which, Carter said, are ex- 
pected to start within the next two 
weeks. Carter said that he did not yet 
know who would head the Egyptian 
delegation. No decision had heen 


made about the head of the 
American delegation, he added. 

The president called the decision 
of the Knesset “very courageous," 
adding that it was a ‘'vote for 
peace."' He said he was ‘‘very 
Proud’ of the U.S. role in the 
negotiations to date, 

Regarding the continuing con- 
troversy with Begin over Israelt 
settlements on the West Bank and 
Gaza Strip, the president sald that he 
had written to the prime minister ex- 
plaining the U.S. view, and Begin 
had replied. Carter called the issue 

an “honest difference of opinion." 

oan trying to bolster his position, 
Carter read a passage from a state- 
ment by Dayan at Ben-Gurion <Air- 
port on September 19, indicating that 
Israel had accepted the U.S. view 
that future settlement activity on the 
West Bank, following ihe establish- 
ment of the self-governing authority, 
would be subject to negotiations 
among the parties. Dayan had said: 
“Let us not delude ourselves," 

But Carter insisted that there was 
no “‘persona] animosity"' between 
himself and Begin on the matter. He 
said that he ‘certainly’ does not 
allege any ‘improper action” on the 
part of the premier. 

The president also said that the 
letter on the airbases was not con- 
nected to the still-delayed West Bank 
settlements letter.

Dispute over West Bank 
settlements unresolved

Jerusalem had hoped that Presi- 
dent Jimmy Carter would put a low 
profile on the disputed issue of West 
Bank settlements in his presa con- 
ference yesterday.

The dispute is holding up an ex- 
change of letters between Begin and 
Carter on this settlements question, 
letters that are intended to accom- 
pany the Camp David accords.

One of Begin's aides said: ‘“The 
boss got a belly-full today and he's 
going to have a few things to say 
before it's all over.” 

When The Jerusalem Post asked 

one of the Herut would-be rebels 
whether he and his friends would 
change their minds under a blister- 
ing rebuke by the party chief, he 
said: ''On the contrary.” 
Begin, judiciously, did not in- 
crease the number of rebels by 
angry warnings. In fact, his reply to 
the debate, coming after several 
softening-up conversations in the 
restaurant, increased his expected 
majorly slightly. 

Energy Ministér Yitzhak Moda'l 
spent a long time with the premier in 
the restaurant.

Special peace sermons for New Year

The hope for peace is expected to 
bring record numbers of Rosh 
Hashana worshippers to syn- 
agogues, where rabbis have been 
asked to deliver special sermons on 
the implications of the Camp David 
accords. 

The demand for synagogue seats 
has been high since the peace pact 
was signed, according to the Union 
of Israeli Synagogues, which has 
asked rabbis of its member con- 
gregations to speak about peace ina 
message before the blowing of the 
ram's horn. 

Rosh Hashana 5739 begins at sun- 
down on Sunday, marking the birth- 
day of the world and the time of judg- 
ment for all mankind, as well as the 
onset of the Ten Days of Penitence 
that culminate in Yom Kippur. 

Despite the anticipation of a 
peaceful era, worshippers wearing 
rifles over their prayer shawls will 
again be seen this year. 

The police ask the public to be very 


vigilant during the holiday and to 
report all suspicious objecta. 

Security will be bolstered in public 
places, especially at the Western 
Wall in Jerusalem, where many 
thousands are expected to attend 
services during the two-day holiday. 

Shofarot have been readied for 
services in some 7,800 synagogues — 
where their 100 trills will stir con- 
sciences to repent for sins of the past 
year. 

On Monday afternoon, traditional 
Jews will walk to the nearest body of 
water and fulfil! the words of the 
prophet Micha by symbolically 
“casting their sins into the depths of 
the sea." One explanation of the 
tashlich ceremony is that the fish in 
the sea, whose eyes never close, are 
a reminder of the ever-watchful eyes 
of God who always looks down on His 
children in mercy. 

Among the synagogue-goers will 
be President Yitzhak Navon and 
Prime Minister Menahem Begin, 
who are scheduled to attend services 
during the holidays at Hechal 
Shlomo and the Yeshurun 


Synagogue in Jerusalem.

Jerusalem streets closed for shabbat 
after several weeks of violence

After talks between the Jerusalem 
Police Commander Tat Nitzav Zvi 
Ben Eliyahu and area rabbis, It was 
decided to close the street last Satur- 
day because the Gerre Rebbe, 
Bunim Alter, was spending Shabbat 
in the community. The police also 
agreed that the street be closed this 
Shabbat as it proceeds Rosh 
Hashana. The action was approved 
by the municipality, the police said. 
Municipal spokesman Rafi 
Davdra said last night that the 
municipal transport committee will 
discuss the subject. Mayor Teddy 
Kollek has emphasized that he will 
not bow to threata by the religious 
zealots.

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Lebanon peace plan said next for Carter 


WASHINGTON (Reuter). — The

ABC said President Jimmy

Last night Carter called for the 
convening of a conference to try te 
resolve the situation in Lebanon, He 
said & ROlution “may involve a new 
charter’ fér Lebanon, although he 
opposed “partition.”

Meanwhile. flerce fighting 
between Syrian troops and Christian 
militiamen continued yesterday In 
the Christian eastern half of Beirut, 
with the Phalangist radio reporting 
at least 30 peaple wounded. 


Artillery, mortars, rockets and 
heavy machine-guna were fired in 
the fighting which flared during the 
night and gained intensity after 
dawn. 

The violence centred on 
Ashraflyeh — the Christian heart of 
East Beirut — and the southeastern 
districts of Hadath and Ain Rum- 
maneh, main combat zones in the 
clashes between the Syrians and the 


Christian right-wing militias, 
Phalangist radlo claimed 247 
shells had fallen on Ashrafiyeh and 
20 houses had caught fire. 
Residents reported that parked 
ears exploded in balls of fire as 
shells slammed into the district. The 
sound of heavy calibre projectiles 
echoed through the deserted streets 
as civilians cowered in basement 
shelters. Syrian troops make up the 
Majority of the 20,000-strong arab 
League peace-keeping force formed 
two years ago in the closing stages of 
the Lebanese Civil War. The Chris- 
tlan rightists regard the force ag an 
army of occupation and are calling 


for Its withdrawal — a demand re- 
jected by the Lebanese government. 


Astatement from the force said its 
positions had been shelled by Chris- 
tian militias in Dhayeh, north of 
Beirut. and Roumieh and Beit Meri 
to the east of the capital. 


The statement said: "The com: 
mand wishes it to be known to 
everyoné that it ordered {ts forces 
not to reply last night for five hours 
to the sources of artillery in 
Dbayeh...in order to avold expan- 
ding the area of destruction in the 
country, which is the aim of some 
factions of gunmen... 


No end in sight to terror, experts say

There is no instant solution to 
terror and as long as the soclo- 
political roots for terroriam exist 
there is no foraeeable end to 
terroriam. This was one of the 
general conclusions of a day-iong 
seminar on terroriam held Wednes- 
day by the Centre for Strategic 
Studtes at Tel Aviv University. 

Aluf Res.) Aharon Yariv, the cen- 
tres director and a former chief of 
intellgence. analysed Israel's treat- 
ment of terror to date and concluded 
that in effect and almost un- 
conaclously Israeli governments 
have adopted ‘‘'a long-term 
defensive-offensive strategy."’ This, 
he felt, was probably the best 
response to Palestinian terror, since 
the aJternatlyes of decisive military 
operations or “active deterrence” 
were not alwayg feasible. nor could 
they be maintained over a long 
period. However, Yariv stressed 
that there was an important 
difference between such a response 
and adopting a conscious. policy 


which would ease both decision- 
making and execution In the field. 

Yariv warned that Israel's 
response to acta of terror “has 
become too much like a conditioned 
refiex."" Not only are there negative 
results in the fleld, but the public 
becomes used to this reaction and 
‘begins to expect immediate retalla- 
tion. Thix compromised the decision- 
makers’ ability to use initiative and 
Belect the best way of reacting to 
each individual case. 

Referring obliquely to the results 
of the Camp David talks, Yariv 
hinted that the terrorists had given 
Many indications that they would 
continue and even intensify thelr ac- 
tivities. He called for a major in- 
tellectual and organizational effort 
to meet future Internal and external 
terror. 

Yariv revealed that in the last 13 
years, since the founding of Fatah. 
there have been more thar 11,000 
acts of terror. Some 670 people 
(including soldiers and other securi- 
ty personnel) have dled in this period 
iless than last year's toll from road 


accidents) and some 3,000 have been 
injured. 

Aluf (res.) Rehavam Ze’evi said 
that the Israeli security system had 
scored significant successes in its 
struggle to combat terror, but is still 
making severe mistakes, which the 
nation could not afford. 

Among these was the deciston of 

_ the top political echelons to demand 
that intelligence resources be 
directed primarily to early warning 
about war rather than against the 
various terror organizations. This 
was a valid and understandable deci- 
sion in the wake of the Yom Kippur 
War. 

Ze’evi, a former prime ministerial 
adviser on terror, also said that the 
decision to make the police responsi- 
ble for internal security was “‘in- 
complete,’* because the police were 
not provided with the resources, the 
manpower or the necessary training 
to deal with terror.

Calcutta paralysed as Indian flood death toll reaches 1,300 


NEW DELHI (Reuter). — The of- 
ficial death toll im Indla‘s flood dis- 
aater reached almoat 1,300 yesterday 
after swollen rivers in West Bengal 
inundated hundreds of villages 
again. 

‘The second wave of water hit while 
the densely populated state was still 


recovering from its worst floods of 
the century two weeks ago. 
Calcutta, a teeming city of nine 
million people. was_ virtually 
paralysed on Wednesday after the 
heaviest rainfall there since 1920. 
sent waist-high water surging 
through the streets. In 24 hours, 224 


millimetres of rain fell on the city. 

The Kangsabati and Yilabati 
rivers In southwest Bengal poured 
over their banks flooding nearly 300 
villages. The total official death toll 
is 1,291, but unofficial estimates put 
the number of lives lost at more than 
2,000, 5 


Khaled takes over

CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP). — Saudi 
Arabian King Khaled settled into a 
32-reom wing of the Cleveland Clinic 
on Wednesday for a series of medical 
tests that could determine if he 
needs further heart surgery. 

The monarch had open-heart sur- 
gery here in 1972 and his condition 
since has been ‘described only as 
“uncertain.” 

The 64-year-old king, who suffered 
a heart attack in 1870, arrived here 
in three jets with an entourage of 200 
people. He waz greeted by President 
Jimmy Carter's son Chip. 

The U.S. Secret Service barred 
reporters from an airport reception, 
but the king smiled and waved from 
inside his car as he was driven out of 
the airport. He was accompanied by 
13 police motorcycles, more than 20 
cars and an ambulance. 

At the hospital, police, Secret Ser- 
vice agents and the king's 
bodyguards were evident 


_everywhere, some of them on roof- 


tops. 

‘Khaled had been expected to spend 
his first night at the Park Plaza 
Hotel, which had refurbished 14 
rooms for his use. However, he went 
straight to the hospital instead.

THE SETTLEMENTS in the 
territories" were established mainly 
tor strategic reasons, but over the 
years we have come to accept them 
as an integral part of ourselves and. 
are as reluctant to be parted from 
Ὁ them as we would be from children 
whom we might have had to seve a 
marriage, but whom we love all the 
more deeply when their original 
raison d'étre no longer exists. There 
is an emotional price that we must 
pay; but in fact these are not 
children το be abandoned or 
betrayed, but pieces of land from 
which some very patriotic people 
must be transferred, for thelr own 
safety andor the national good. 

There are two reasons for keeping 
the settlements. The first ls security, 
as articulated by Agriculture 
Minister Arie] Sharon (Jerusalem 
Post, January 9, 1978)’: ‘‘Israe! must, 
establish settlement towns, in- 
dustries and in the ad- 
ministered territories or it will be 
overtaken by self-satisfaction... We 
will bring heavy calamity upon 
ourselves." 

A similar opinion was expressed 
by Shmuel Kats (Jerusalem Post, 
January 9, 1978): ‘Our experience 
is unequivocal: surrender of 
territory brought war...” 

Past reality has signally failed to 
bear out this dictum. In time of war 
remote settlements constitute a han- 
dicap, not an advantage. The settlers 
are not potential defenders of the 
country, but potential hostage: 
the enemy. In the Golan they had ta 
be evacuated to enable the army to 
act with a free hand. The settlemenis 
in the territories are the civilian 
equivalents af the Bar-Lev Line. 
They are expensive to build, they 
create a dangerous illusion of safety, 
they make us even more vulnerable 
by over-extending ourselves, and 
they need more manpower than we 
can afford. It is military outposts 
and early warning stations thet we 
need to alert us to danger, to give us 
time to prepare ourselves against 

aggression, not far-flung, small 
groups of civilians whom we have to 
protect, sometimes at great cost. 

On October 2, 1978 Mr. Dayan 
jubilantly congratulated himself on

Jerusalem, ‘but on the Golan and 
along the Suez.‘' The fact is that we 
had far fewer casualties when our 
soldiers defended the old borders in 
1967 than when they had the 
“secure” bordera of 1973. 1 

The self-satisfaction that could 
bring calamity, as suggested by Mr.. 
Sharon, is something that we have 
been on our guard againat since the 
October war. The calamity occurred 
on Yom Kippur 1973, a few weeks 
after Mr. Dayan — then the arch- 
settler of the Labour Party — had 
aaserted with confidence that the 
Arab states “realize that they do not 
stand a chance to win in a new war." 
They were too inferior technological- 
ly and militarily ‘‘to stand a chance 
at all” of defeating Israel at battle. 

It was precisely when we had all 
the territories that the complacency 
Mr. Sharon δ᾽ so concerned about 
was at its strongest. It was precisely 
when our borders were on the Golan 
and along the Sues that Mr. Dayan 
said (on October 21, 1973): “It's un- 
like the previous war. We did not 
begin it. It is the most difficult of 
wars and we entered it under the 
most difficult conditions.”’ 

So much for the security argu- 
meént. 


THE SECOND major reason for 
holding on te the settlements 15 such 
an emotional one that one's reac- 
tions tend to be more visceral than 
logical. ‘The historical, biblical and 
moral justifications | for our presence 
in the territories are too familiar to 
have to cover them again. Our moral 
claims are undoubtedly valid, but 
one does not go through life doing 
everything one has a right to do, but 
doing what [5 right for one. One does 
not build a‘ house on quicksand just 
because the land belongs to one. The 


_maximalist approach to the 


territories has found more favour 


potential followers, and only a smail 
number have chosen the mystic trail 
of ‘Gush Emunim. The places they 
settled in the name of biblical ghosts 
have in tact proved to be ghost 


’ ‘settlements. 


Mr. Haim Landau made, quite in- 
advertently, a revealing statement 
(as reported in The Jerusalem Post 
on January 9, 1978), to the effect that 
anyone who doubts the devotion of 
Herut to Judea, Samaria and the 


- Gaza Strip ‘is like someone who 


brings an idol into the Temple.” But 
what is worshipped in the Temple? A 
clear inference can be drawn from 
the remark that what is sacred in 
Eretz Israel is the Eretz — the land-. 
part, not the Israel, the people part. 


‘This is strange talk indeed. It was 


not love of the land they had loat that 
kept the Jews through the 
centuries. What enabled us to sur- 
vive our long, bitter exile, what 
enabled us to rebuild our homes 
here, what enabled us to accomplish 
real miracles of social integration, 
was the love we had for one another. 

‘We have fought all our wars — as 
we have tried unsuccessfully to-con- 
vince the world — to protect our 
lives, ‘not to acquire land. Judea, 
Samaria and the Gaza Strip are not 
worth the life of a single soldier if, as 
we have seen in the past, we can sur- 
vive and win a war without them. 
One cannot deny that we have also 
seen that we can almoat lose a war 
with them. 


Tt is not the mystic attraction of 
Hebron, Ramallah, Shilo or Nablus 
or any other West Bank shrine that 
brought us Jews here. It is true that 
the memory of Jerusalem was ever 
alive, that it was an important fac- 


tor in bringing us back to our ancient 
homeland, but it was mostly a sym- 

bol of our religion, a symbol of our 
lost sovereignty. We came to build a 
Jewish state whose character, not 


‘size, waa of paramount importance. 


We fought to make the state survive, 
and we made sacrifices in order to 
en ft, 

It is mainly the Orthodox Jews 
who feel the special magnetism of 
the West Bank. Gush Emunim is a 
group whose ideology and rhetoric 15 
saturated with biblical references 
and injunctions. How then can they 
explain the fact that the majority of 
Orthodox Jews, whose lives are 
regulated by the Bible, find 
themselves not only outside Judea 
and Samaria, but outside Jerusalem, 


_ outside Israel? Surely the moral im- 
perative, the biblical link to the land, ἢ 


cannot be quite as strong and fun- 
damental as they claim, if so many 
ostenaibly plous and respected Jews 
can resist it with impunity as far as 
their own consciences and their 
fellow-believera’ judgement are con- 
cerned. 


As long as the Orthodox can for the 
most part live in perfect serenity 
outside Israel, without coming to 
Jerusalem, which is most sacred and 
open to receive them, they forfeit 
any right to preach to others, to 
those who performed the mifzva.in 
their place, and who came up to 
Jerusalem to share and to mould the 
destiny of the Jewish people as a 
sovereign nation, with the majority 
deciding where to go. 

It is true that we have every right 


“to he in the West Bank — moral, 


Wistorical, and legal. We acquired 
the territory in a war of self-defence; 
the world sanctioned the Jordanian 
occupation of the territory, which 
came as a result of military con- 
quest, and it must, therefore, In all 
fairness, accept our presence there, 

However, our right to be there in 
no way precludes the possibility of 
placing that right on record and then 
foregoing it for strategic reasons. IfI 
choose to step back onto the pave- 
ment from 4 zebra crossing, it is not 
because I am relinquishing my right 
88 a pedestrian to cross the street 
when the light is green, but merely 
because 1 prefer not to be run over 
by the car that is coming around the 


_corner at full speed,

J can claim that the Miniatry of 
Edueation is misguided and ultra- 
. idealistic, but not necessarily doing 
‘wrong te my children by integrating 
them. My more serious eriticiam is 
based on the fact that at the age of 12 


my children leave a school which .

-which worked according to a par: 
ticular system. They now go to a 
vary. large comprehensive school 
with a great number of pupils and ἃ 
- large ataff of specialists. Specialist 
In this sense means 4 teacher of a 
Unfortunately ‘my experience 
shows that because the teachors arc 
all . Wo oné takes regpon- 
aibiity for the children, It seems that 
their job is to teach but not to 
edneate. Of course, cach clase has ita 
mehonehet {form toistress), but 
when she aces the children only two 
or three hours a week, how much 
hinuch can she give? 


THERE IS also a definite lack of 
control over the children. J think the 
attitude of the staff 15 admirable for 
children of 16 and over in their last 
two years of school, but appalling for 
12-year-olds who have just moved to 
8 new school, ar even for 13- or 14- 
. year-olds who are going through the 
agonizing stages of being a teenager 
Ξ _whichusualiy includes rebellion. 
Se what happens in practice? 
Children who had been kept under 
fairty strict control (by Israell, not 
English, standarda) are suddenly 
given freedom. This means that the 
teacher (specialist) who sees the 


class for two lessons a week is not 
tamiliar with the pupils in hts class,

who have not turned up are sick or 
piaying truant. At the end of the year 
the teacher cannot put a name to a 
face or a face to a name. .

I also 
very much regret that most teachers 
axe women, not because I am a male 
chauvinist, but because most of the 
women teachers are wives and 
mothers and they must run 4 home 
as well as teach. They are anxious ta 
return home when the bell rings. And 
In the nature of things their children 
will be sick and they need time off to 
take them to the doctor, or they will 
be pregnant and leave school in the 
middle of the year. But above all as 
women, they are softer than men.

Teaching profession: 
undervalued, underpaid

when everyone was complaining 
that because of the strike the

Few seem concerned that while 
they were not in school the children 
were not learning. Many felt simply 
that the schools had turned our 
chi-jren loose on us in a non-holiday 
season and we had lost our baby- 
sitters. 

Another ‘part of the paradox 
becomes evident when we consider 
that in addition to down-playing the 
role of teachers, society has. 
‘“traditionety dévalued ‘women, 

“thembeiVes. If teaching were ‘really

primarily by men...or so goes’ the 
argument. And, as an extension of 
this, because women are not as 
“valuable” as men, they do not need 
(or deserve) 88 much money 85 men. 
Thus, with regard to salaries for 
teachers, education has always been 
a bargain. And society does not en- 
joy losing its bargains. See 
Western society has paid extraor- 
dinary lip-service to both education 
and to the profession of teaching. But 
it remains lip-service, and when we 
speak of teaching as a profession we 
roust realize that this has a two-fold 
meaning. Those teachers who are 
devoted to the development and learn- 
ing of their students are truly 
professionals.

But this is not the way most of 
society thinks when they speak of the 
teaching “‘profession."’ Most fre- 
quently teachers are reminded that 
they are professionals because there 
is a “code” that they should meet as 
professionals, Professionals are will- 
ing to sacrifice many of their per- 
sonal needs and time to their field of 
endeavour. Professionals are ex- 
pected to maintain a high level of 
persona! and public ethics.

THUS. for a combination of 
historical, sexual and social reasons, 
teaching remains an undervalued 
profession with an underpaid staff. It 
Is time to re-evaluate either our 
perceptions of the educative process 
or the meaning and functions of what 
teaching is about. 


We can choose to acknowledge 
that schools fulfil primarily a func- 
tion of day-care. If we do this our 
problem is simplified. We no longer 
need be concerned with either the 
profession of teaching nor with the 
roles of teachers. We simply have to 
provide competent baby-sitters who 
ean entertain children for an ap- 
propriate number of hours each 
week. These need not be. 
‘*professionals.’’ and we can 
therefore reduce the salary scale ap- 
propriately. τ᾿ 


Or, if we feel that education and 
schools fulfit more important func- 
tions, then we have to re-evaluate 
the worth of teachers. ς 


In this we should also acknowledge 
that It does not matter if men or 
women teach our children — what 
we need are competent, intelligent, 
sensitive, educated, well-trained 
people who.are capable of helping.

ALMOST a decade ago, the Supreme 
Court agreed with Dr. Arthur 
Bergman, then director of the 
Maritime Bank, that the political 
party finance law of 1960 was invalid 
because it infringed the ‘equality’ 
in the electoral process guaranteed 
by an entrenched provision of the 
Basic Law: the Knesset — that ls, 8 
Provision that could only be amend- 
ed by an extraordinary majority. 
Ever since, we have been hearing 
that a "ΔΘ era” has begun and that 
the completion of Israe!’s con- 
stitutional facade no longer brooks 
delay. > 


However, when the Autumn 1976 
session of the Knesset opened with a 
debate on the proposed Basic Law: 
Legislation, there was criticism that 
the Knesset should be occupying 
itself with an isbue of such 
ἐγ νίαν." though the justice 
minister of the time, Haim Zadok, 
described it as ‘the law of laws." 
‘The proposed legislation would have 
empowered the Supreme Court, sit- 
ting as a constitutional court, to 
nullify laws inconsistent with en- 
trenched constitutional enactments 
— the Basic Laws of Israel's 
Piecemeal constitution. It got 
nowhere, 


Now it has been reintroduced in 
revised form (as Prof. Claude Klein 
showed in an article in this paper on 
September 16). Has the political up-' 
heaval of May 1977 brought the “new 
era” to the take-off point? 

The judicial protection of legally 
Secured rights has high priority in 
the liberal creed of the present 
justice minister, Shmuel Tamir. 
This does, indeed, constitute a 
change from the collectivist 
emphasis in the socialist tradition of 
Israel's founding fathers. It should 
not be confused, however, with an 
expansion of the area of individual 
freedom, at least not in the im- 
mediate future, 


MR. TAMIR is under no such il- 
lusions. Indeed, by proposing the 
codification of laws inherited from 
the British Mandate that severely 
restrict basle freedoms, he appears 
to he granting them permanence. 
For example, he supports the in- 
corporation of the mandatory Press 
Ordinance into the country's in- 
digenous legal system. This British 
colonial legislation provides for a 
system of press licensing, similar to 
that against which John Milton 
wrote his famous “‘Areopagitica”™ in 
1644. It had become a dead letter in 
Britain by the end of the 17th cen- 
tury, only to be revived for the 
benefit of the ‘lesser breeds" in the 
far-flung’ British Empire in its 
twilight years. τε 


‘Mr Tamir believes that,‘ αὐ δ δ δ᾽ 
present conditions, reatrjctions on 
basic freedoms such as those in the 
Press Ordinance are indispensable. 
‘There is no reason to believe that he 
is out of step with prevailing senti- 
ment in the Knesset or in the general 


. public. Indeed, the actions of the 


Knesset in the area of basic rights, to 
the degree that it has taken any in- 


- itiative, indicate the contrary. 


is 


ITS MAJOR accomplishment in this 
field is the proposed Basie Law: 
Human and Civil Righta, designed to 
serve as the Bill of Rights chapter in 
the evolving Constitution. Because of 
its nature, ἢ was drafted in the 
Kneaset’s Constitution and Law 
Committee rather than in the Jugtiec 
Ministry, and was presented to the 
Knesset in August 1973, shortly 
before the Yom Kippur War.. 

The draft law is a generally 
faithful transcription of present 
practice. It is characterized by 8 
balancing of interests, in which the 
protection afforded to basic 
freedoms [5 strictly limited. 

For example, there is a broad 
guarantee of freedom of expression. 
But this is coupled with an express 
exception that allows it to be cur: 
tailed in all the major problem 
areas. Thus, it can bé limited by the 
laws designed to guarantee the ex- 
istence of the democratic regime, to 
protect the security of the state and 
the public peace, to protect morc] 
values and prevent the profaning of 
religion, to protect the rights 27 
others. or to guarantee proper 
judicial processes. 

It anticipates the present drait 
Basic Law: Legislation by providing 
that subsequent legislation incorsis- 
tent with the rights guaranteed in the 
proposed enactment would be void. 
Legisiation already in force, 
however, presumably including the 
Press Ordinance. would be un- 
affected. 


SUCH A BILL of Rights cculd, of 
course, be manipulated to auit any 
Grand Inquisitor. It could, however, 
provide the legal basis for the 
protection of civil liberties, par- 
ticularly if the provision giving 
preference to statutory interpreta- 
tion expanding, rather than limiting. 
basic rights is implemented 
generously. In no other area is it so 
true that the law is what the judges 
say it is. ἢ 3 

Judges in Israel claim to be 
spokesmen for the national consen- 
sus in matters of fundamental 
values, and they are probably close 
to prevailing public attitudes in their 
support for basic freedoms. Some 
legal scholars have noted a weaken- 
ing in the Supreme Court's defence 
of human rights, in comparison with 
its stand in the early years of in- 
dependence. One has called the court 
a “paper tiger.” But such change as 
has occurred is probably an ac- 
curate reflection of changing public 
sentiment. <% ; 

It also represents a more modest 
estimate of the role of the court. One 
justice, increasingly impressed by 
the dangers to orderly democratic | 
government, describes his role a9; 
changed ‘from catalyzer to ther- 
mostat. Indeed, if ‘’Mqual justice un- 
der law" could well serve as the 
court's motto, the fine print goes on 
to read “...but don’t rock the boat." 


THE SWITCH from catalyzer to 
thermostat goes with an increasing 
reluctance to get involved in hot 
political issues.

cloge in time to the five-to-four split 
in the court over the “Who's a Jew?” 
issue in the Shalit case and to Justice 
Berenson'’s Friday night ez-parte 
order that gave us Sabbath televi- 
sion. These cases marked a high 
point in judicial involvement in 
divisive political issues and 
threatened the court's professional 
apalitical mystique. The court has 
been on its guard ever since. 

When, soon after, there was a 
religious challenge to the continua- 
tion of Sabbath TV and a secular 
challenge to military service defer- 
ment for yeshiva students, the court, 
on its own initiative (something 
previousiy unheard of), raised the 
issue of “standing to sue" as a dis- 
eretionary bar to involvement in the 
controversial religious issues in- 
voived. In both cases, the court ex- 
pliclily stated that the formal re- 
quirements should be more 
stringently applied when a hot 
politica) issue was involved. 

Thus, Isracl Becker, a reserve 
saldior, who claimed that he had to 
five more reserve service because 


* yeshiva students were excused, was 


not permitted to challenge the ad- 
ministrative action involved, 
because the court regarded it as an 
issue which had been dealt with in 
the government and the Knesset and 
which, as ἃ divisivé politica] issue, 
should be avoided by the court by a 
Strict application of standing re- 
quirements. Significantly, the 
proposed Basie Law: Legislation 
contains 2 formal requirement of 
Standing to sue, and the official ex- 
planation accompanying the draft 
law notes that the proposed 
Constitutional Court could utilize the 
existing precedents of the High 
Court of Justice. 

The present president of the 
Suvreme Court, Justice Yoe) 
Sugsman, voiced the still prevailing 
attitude when he stated in an article 
in 1971 that the court's job is not to 
solve political problems. 

“Tn recent years,"’ he wrote, 
“several matters have core before 
the court that have great political 
significanec, one might say political 
dynamite." It was the legislature's 
job to solve them, not that of the 
court through statutory interpreta- 
tion. ‘The court was not created for 
this purpose, and the judicial 
process is not suited to it,’' he con- ' 
cluded. 

As long as the court insists on ἃ low 
political profile, its contribution in 
the defence of civil liberties is likely 
to be limited. The important issues 
inevitably will be heavily loaded 
with political dynamite. The heat 
generated might be too much for the 
thermostat, as adjusted at present. .

When the Speaker {2 not trying to 
impose order, the club effect 
becomes very marked. Thus 
speakers will suddenly interrupt 
their orations to call somebody by 
his first name, and to chat with him 
on the basis of an intimate 
relationship stretching over several 
decades. When Moshe and Shimon 
and Yigal and Ezer and Haim start 
these conversations, we realise how 
frail are the party divisions which 
are supposed to keep them apart. 


We are also made aware, as Moshe 
and Ezer made clear in their ex- 
cellent winding-up speeches, that 
much of the common experience 
which binds them has been preoc- 
cupation with war. Two or three 
generations of Israel politicians and 
soldiers have devoted most of their 
thinking to the struggle for Israel’s 
survival. The ministers of defence 
and foreign affairs seemed to be the 
only two who thought that these at- 
titudes may become outmoded if 
peace really breaks out. 

In fairness to the other, less impor- 
tant speakers, their lives were made 
very hard by the time limits imposed 
on them. Almost all of them had 
prepared their speeches in advance, 
and had no doubt practised over and 
over again how to get the maximum 
number of words into the set 
framework of allotted seconds with 
their doting wives holding the stop- 
watches. This system may be in 
order for normal sessions, but was 
quite unsuitable when they were 
appearing in front of the television 
camera. 

With their eyes cast down and 
their mouths moving, they were un- 
able to do themselves justice. They 
could not take any time off to deal 


‘with interruptors. The effect on us 


viewers was to make us share their 
anxiety as to whether they would 
finish in the time span given to them, 
but we could not concentrate on their 
profound thoughts and heavy hearts. 

It was a great time for quotations. 
The Premier began it when he told 
us on Friday that he had brought us 
peace with honour, and security — a 
reference to Disraeli’s claim, when 
he and Sallsbury returned to 
England from Berlin in 1878, after 
settling a dispute with Russia about 
the future of the Balkans, In the light 
of what happened subsequently in

This 
was said by Brutus when he per- 
Suaded Cassius that they should 
march on Philipp!, a grave error, 50 
I hope {tt does not apply to the: 
decisions taken at Camp David. 

Yosef Rom quoted Sadat as saying 
that Camp David was Waterloo: 
Rom asked with rhetorical 
flourishes, ““Who here was Blucher? 
Who was Wellington? Who was 
Napoleon? Who was sent to Elba?"" 
The answer to the last question, of 
course, if the speaker was carrying 
on his comparison with Waterloo, is 
that nobody was sent to Elba -- 
Napoleon had come from there, he 
went on to St, Helena. Oratory can be 
very tricky. 

My own quote for the occasion is 
also from Disraeli: ‘‘The right 
honourable gentleman caught the 
Whiga bathing, and walked away 
with their clothes." Disraeli said this 
about Sir Robert Peel when Pee) 
talked like ἃ Liberal. In the middle of 
Prime Minister Begin's speeches to 
the house, I could have sworn, if L 
closed my eyes, that this was some 
young Peace Now-ntk mouthing 
beautiful thoughts. 


THE MOST dramatic moments were 
provided on the first day of the 
debate by Geula Cohen, but she prov- 
ed to be a sad disappointment. I was 
firmly convinced that she would re- 
main in her seat until she was 
removed forcibly by the Knesset 
guards, and that we would see her, 
kicking and screaming, skirts flying, 
carried bodily out of the chamber. It 
was very much of an anti-climax 
when she quietly gathered her 
Papers and walked sedately out of 
the room, like an admonished child. 
Mrs. Pankhurst would have staged a 
more exciting performance. 

Tt seems a long way back to last 
Friday, when the Prime Minister's 
Plane landed at last at Ben-Gurion 
Airport. Considering how many ex- 
tra hours of extra television we were 
given this week, it seems churlish to 
voice even more complaints, but I 
thought that the coverage of the 
triumphant return was execrable. 
Perhaps the television team was in- 
hibited by the security boys limiting 
its freedom of movement. 

Whatever the explanation, we got 
very feeble reportage. First of all, 
while everyone waited and waited 
for the plane, we had to endure 
endless minutes of Arik Lavie's sing- 
ing. : 

T like his performances generally, 
but not when I am all agog to share a 
great event. The time would have 
been better spent taking us through 
the VIP lounge and introducing us to 
those waiting to welcome Mr. Begin, 
getting thelr comments, having 
Some discussions, being told why 
nobody from the Alignment was on 
hand. 

When the Premier eventually 
arrived, the commentator did not 
know everybody in the welcoming 
line. The camera was too far from 
the faces for us to hear what was 
said, or even to see who got bussed 
on how many cheeks. 

The Premier walked around with 
both hands raised, gently twiddling 
hig fingers, with a sweet smile on his 
face. 1 kept wondering where I had 
seen these gestures. Was it in pic- 
tures of Moses fulfilling the Lord’s 
instruction of how to knock hell out of 
the Egyptians? Surely an inept 
model when we are brought peace 
with the descendants of those an- 
cient enemies. Then I realised that 
the link in my memory was to the 
Jate Pope Pau! VI, coming out on the 
balcony of the Vatican to dless the 
throng. 

Well, the Premier is certainly en- 
titled to bless us. He was in great 
form when he wound up the dedate in 
the early hours of Thursday mor- 
ning. and hia doctors must be very 
pleased with him. It was an awe- 
inspiring performance of virtuosity 
after so long a day, and after such 
arduous weeks. Whatever Geula 
says, he has done 8 wonderful job for 
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ONE OF THE MOST widely read 
books In English on Middle Eastern 
cooking Is written by a Londoner 
who was horn in Egypt. and whose 
father's family came from Syria and 
whose mother’s family came from 
Turkey.

“A Book of Middle Eastern Food" 


_ was first published in 1968 and has 


been Penguin's best-selling 
cookbook ever since. Its author is 
Claudia Roden, 42, an artlat who 
never really planned to write about 
food. 

“I had relatives ali over the Mid- 
dle East,’ Claudia says, "but by 1956 
most of them had left. The family 
began travelling around the world. 
London became sort of a meeting 
place, though, and whenever we got 
together, we'd get nostalgic about 
the things we missed. Cooking was 
the most important of all."’ 

This is essentially what moved 
Claudia to write a cookbook. Her 
original intention was to collect 
recipes of Middle Eastern Jews who 
had been exiled from their native 
countries. 

“Gradually, though, I felt it was 
too limited to do just food of the 
Jewish communities, so I thought I 
would find out about the ortgins.'’ 
What she thought was Egyptian food 
was often Iranian or North African 
or Turkish. She went to libraries and 
looked into manuscripts of cookery 
manuals from the Sth and 12th cen- 
turies which had been translated by 
scholars. 

She found, for example. that Iran 
was the source of all the grand dish- 
es, the so-called court cuisine. 
These foods which were adopted by 
Moslem conquerors appeared in 
courts and during Ottoman rule. 

As she completed the collection of 
recipes, she realized the book would 
have appeal) in the West, so she con- 
tinued to research and added stories, 
anecdotes, traditions and jokes. 


ONE REASON Claudia believes her 
cookbook has béen so popular is that 
people who travel to the Middle East 
often eat only In hotels and 
restaurants, and miss the real thing. 
“Restaurant food has no relationship 
to the food of a country and there is 
essentially no restaurant tradition in 
the Middle East except for Lebanon 
and Turkey."' she says. The

The 
ties between Syria and Iraq will be 
strengthened during the year. 

For Israe} itself, this, as we have 
already been led to expect, wil! be 
“pull-back from Sinai" year. Among 
the calamities, we shall have at least 
one earthquake and the financial 
situation will continue to be in- 
flationary. Peker's star-gazing on 
the latter takes him as far ahead as 
1982 when, he says, Israel will have 
to revamp the financial system com- 
pletely. In the field of science things 
look a lot better, with an expected 
breakthrough in medicine. 


TURNING TO the world situation, 
Peker sees that the Shah's fate will 
be decided during the coming 
months. The Russians will face 
dramatic political changes, in- 
cluding new leaders in the Kremlin. 

In Rhodesia, the blacks will be tak- 
ing over the country by the end of 
1978. Because of this South Africa 
will have to make a 180 degree turn 
on its apartheid policies. But the 
stars give South Africa at least 
another two or three years' 
breathing space before It has to fight 
its erucial battle,

This brings her to Israeli food. 

“Israclis don't caré very much 
about food," she feels. "They eat 
more to fill up.‘" Claudia does, 
however, see a trend toward a crea- 
tion of a specific Israeli style of food. 

“So many things are Israeli but 
not Middle Eastern, too," she says, 
“ke avocados, citrus fruits, bean 
sprouts and Chinese lettuce. They 
are going to give rise to a whole new 
group of recipes never seen here 
before.” 

Claudia believes, though, that 
much Israeli food depends on where 
one's family comes from. She 
characterizes Yemenite food as 
spicy and peasant-like; Syrian, 
Lebanese and Egyptian cuisine as 
having a very grand style. refined 
and delicate, with more variety; 
Turkish dishes as being imported 
trom Spain and Portugal: Moroccan 
cooking richer and more refined 
than Algerian or Tunisian. She also 
believes that food only becomes 
"Jewish" when it leaves its country 
of origin. In its own country, it's not 
Jewish at all. 


HOW DOES Claudia think Israelis 
can improve their cooking? “One 
thing Israelis ought to de is season 
and dress their salads. Israelis could 
also do more with dairy produce — 
cream cheese could be improved 
with bits of spring onion or pepper or 
eucumber. They could do more with 
fruits in the way of desserts and im- 
prove fruit salads beyond the hasic. 
In general, they could use more im- 
agination in cooking." 


In addition to writing this book on 
Middle Eastern food. Claudia has 
demonstrated Middle Easterr: cook- 
ing for Thames TV and taught at the 
Elizabeth Russell Cookery School. 
Each year she lectures on food lo the 
Society of Anthropologists at St. 
John's College, Cambridge.

4 Middle Eastern dish which Is 
particularly popular In Morocco. 

1 large roasting chicken {about 2 
kilos)

1 onion, finely chopped 

Lt. turmeric 

4, kilo chick peas, soaked over- 
night 

juice of 1 lemon, or more 

2-4 cloves garlic, crushed 

salt 

black pepper or a pinch of cayenne 

1. Wipe the chicken Inside and out 
with a damp cloth. Heat the oil in a 
saucepan or deep flameproof 
casserole large enough to hold the 
chicken. Fry the chopped onion in 
the oil until soft and golden. 

2. Sprinkle with turmeric and mix 
well. Add the chicken and saute gent- 
ly, turning it until it is a dark yellow 
all over. 

Add a pint of water (‘4 litre or 2 4 
cups), the soaked and drained chick 
peas. lemon juice and garlic, and 
season with salt and pepper. 

3. Bring to a boll and simmer gent- 
ly, covered for 1 hour or longer, until 
the chicken is very tender, the chick 
peas soft, vellow and lemony, and 
the liquid very much reduced. Ad- 
just seasoning and serve, cut up into 
joints. 

CHOCOLATE CAKE 

200 grams, or 1 cup bitter or plain 
chocolate 

2T. milk 

100 grams or 1 cup ground almonds 

6 T. sugar 

6 eggs, separated 

butter 

flour 

confectioner's sugar 

1. Melt chocolate with the milk in 
the top of a douole saucepan over 
boiling water. Mix the melted 
chocolate with the ground almonds, 
sugar and egg yolks and beat well.

There had been isolated cases of 
bringing in immigrants without per- 
mission from the British authorities 
— in 1927 through Syria and in 1933 2 
small Greek ship Velos with 350 
pioneers from Poland — but these 
failed to receive even the unofficial 
approval of the Jewish Agency. 
The decision te establish an 
organization for ‘‘paraliel'’ or 
“tiegal" immigration was made by 
Ben-Gurion after much soul- 
searching. The Agency, as the 
responsible Jewish body, had to take 
into consideration its relations with 
the British. And the man who headed 
the Mossad had to bear this jn mind. 


THE Mossad was created in 
response to the abortive 1938 Evian 
Conference. It had met after Presi- 
dent Roosevelt Jaunched what he 
described as ‘'a bold plan of action”’ 
to find a refuge for Germany‘s 
Jews. But it became obvious that no 


country was willing to admit large . 


numbers of Jews. (This pleased the 
-Nazi observers at the conference, 
where no one dared to suggest that 


Britain had a definite responsibility . 


to work for the creation of a Jewish 
national home.) τ 
The two Jewish participants (with 
observer status) at Evian were Dov 
Hos and Golda Meir. Their report 
prompted Ben-Gurion to establish 
the Mossad. With the gates to. 


and Avigu’s implementation of his 
ideas made Mossad the chief lever 
that forced the British out from 
Palestine, assured supply of arms 
for the Yishuv and created the 
Jewish State. 

Avigur, who became the Mossad’s 
head in March, 1939, had to start 
from scratch. His men had no arms, 
no ships, no money and, worst of all, 
no experience. There were borders 
to be crossed and people to be brib- 
ed. And the pressures for action 
grew all the time. Following 
Kristallnacht, the Nazt press openly

WHILE his men were organizing im- 
migration from Europe, Avigur 
organized illegal immigration from 
Arab countries, chiefly Iraq. In 1943, 
he visited Iran and later took part in 
League V, which shipped materials 
to Russia, then occupying northern 
Iran. His contacts with Soviet Jewish 
soldiers there helped him many 
years later in his work for the im- 
migration of Soviet Jewry. 

The end of World War IT allowed 
Aliya Bet to grow. Avigur set up his 
headquarters in Paris and saw to it

AVIGUR was famous for his modes- 
ty. both in dress and behaviour. He 
was serious, stern, demanding and 
authoritative. But he wea also e civil 
man. He amiled rarely and appeared 
unperturbed by both good and bad 
news. He was a Spartan: hia greatest 
pleasures were strong Russian tea 
and Kinneret dates. 

His close friends saw him excited 
and erying from joy but once, after 
“Operation Robbery.” The Hagana 
had succeeded in intercepting ἃ 
Syrian arms ship, and as it was un- 
loaded in Haifa, Avigur sat on the. 
crates and gave way to his emotions. 

Avigur modestly underrated his 
own role tn the creation of the State, 
but Ben-Gurion knew well what he 
had done and often asked Avigur to 
replace him at important official 
functions. The two parted ways after 
the Lavon affair, but renewed their 
friendship many years later. 

It was characteristic of Avigur 
that even as party member, he 
would be swayed. by πὸ arguments. 
He acted according to bis own con- 
science. In June, 1956 for instance, 
Avigur, as oné of Mapai's top leaders 
‘was a member of the Committee of 
Nine, which approved Ben-Gurion's 
demand for the resignation of then 
Foreign Minister Moshe Sharett. 
Avigur, Moshe’s brother-in-law, 
voted against Sharett The cabinet. 
led by Ben-Gurion, decided that the 
Minister of Labour, Golda Meir, 
would take over the Foreign 
Ministry. 

Avigur was deeply influenced by 
the death of his son, Gur, who fell 
herolcally in the War of 
Independence battle for what is 
known today as the Golani junction 
in the Galilee. In memory of his son, 
the father changed his name from 
Melrov to Avigur. He began to con- 
centrate on two important under- 
takings, editing historical material 
and promoting immigration from 
behind the Iron Curtain. : 

He wrote a book of reminiscences. 
Im Dor Hahagana, and was one of 
the editors of Sefer Hahagana, 
which was worked on for 24 years 
before appearing In 1972. 

Avigur's main work, however, 
remained secret as before — 
searching for contacts and 
promoting Jewish immigration, firat 
from Poland in 1950 and in 1956, and 
then from the Soviet Union. i 

Officially he was the President of 
Aggociation forthe’ Research on 
Jewish Communities Abrobil, shi 
studied the demographic and 


cultural structure of the Soviet 


Jewry and, “'Sifriyat 
Aliya,"" which has published a 
Jewish encyclopaedia and over 60 in- 
formative books in Russian. 

Avigur was dwarded the Israel 
Prize and an honorary doctorate 
from the Hebrew University in 1973. 
In spite of his advanced age, he con- 
tinued to work at Kinneret as a fitter, 
and often paid visits to the offices of 
his organization. ᾿ 4

THE POLITICIAN addressed his 
party audience for more than an 
hour.

Jerusalem Post Reporter 
Investments in transportation will 
have to be about 1.100. In 1979, in-. 
cluding shipping, aviation, the 
renewal of the motor transport 
stock, development of ports, 
railways and the road network — 
Ehud Shilo, director-general of the 
Ministry, told a meeting 

of Koor managers on Tuesday. 


Shilo said that Investment in 
transportation will amount to IL8b._ 
in 1978. Only five per cent of this 
comes out of the government budget, 
ang the transport system mobilizes 
most of the funds it needs from inter- 
nal sources or from the capital 
market. 


Most of the {nvestment projects 
caver several years, and various 
projects, totalling an investment of 
TLl5b., are already underway and 
are scheduled for completion by 
1980. Shilo emphasized that the 
development of the transport system 
is a condition for continued in- 
dustrialization and the development 
of exports. He added that invest- 
ment in transport 15 generally highly 
profitable and pays for itself quickly.

Shilo outlined the ministry's policy 
with regard to the priority given to 
public transportation over private 
cara.

He added that the cost of carrying 
one passenger one kilometre by 
public transportation is only ten per 
cent of carrying that passenger by 
private car. In addition, Shilo 
pointed out that because of budget 
constraints the state had not - been 
able to expand the infrastructure in 
Une with the growth in the number of 
motor vehicles. Cars and trucks had 
expanded ten times as fast as the in- 
frastructure, so that bottlenecks 
have developed, he said.

“Even 
it the Egyptians take over the area, I 
believe that we shall be able to con- 
tinue developing the project as a cen- 
tre for tourism to the benefit of both 
Egypt and Israet."’ Shiff said.

agreements, government approval 
was given for the expansion of the 
Ophira project by an additional 100 
rooms. So far IL40m. has been in- 
vested in the project and Haim Shiff, 
barring government intervention, 
anticipates going ahead with the ex- 
pansion plans. . 

Shiff is currently involved in a con- 
troversy concerning charter flights 
to Israel from Canada. He made 
arrangements in the past year with a 
Wajor, Canadian tour operator, 
wheréhy hundreds of rooms were 
booked for Canadian visitors. In 
fact, Haim Shiff received a $500,000 
bank guarantee for execution of the 
contract, which was contingent on 
charter arrangements being 
available. But there was no approval 
forthcoming here. “With Meir Amit 
out of office there is no head of the 
Transport Ministry and no one to 
speak to,"’ Shiff fumed. In his 
characteristic brusque manner he 
fired off telegrams to the Minister of 
Commerce, Industry and Tourism 
and to Prime Minister Begin, to get 
their help.

IT HAS OFTEN been noted, especially of late, that there is a 
measure of discrepancy between America's role as an ‘‘honest 
broker" in the Arab-Israel dispute, and as champion of Israel's 
legitimate national rights. By the same token it could be argued 
that there is some incompatibility between Israel's stake in the’ 
U.S. as a friend and as middleman. 

The dilemma is not easily solved by having it ignored, let 
alone denied, even in the highest reaches of government. Nor 
can it be eliminated by having it portrayed as merely the 
product of a failure of communication. 

lf any further evidence in this matter were necessary, it has 
been provided in some statements made during the past few 
days both in Jerusalem and Washington. 

Winding up the Knesset debate on the Camp David accords, 
Premier Begin offered his version of the circumstances which 
induced him to yield to President Sadat on the. Yamit 
settlementa. As he related it, he had explained to President 
Carter, repeatedly and at length, the vital importance of these 
settlements to Israel. Finally convinced, Mr. Carter 
volunteered to try to win Mr. Sadat over to the Israeli viewpoint. 

But the President was unsuccessful, twice in a row. This was 
when Mr. Begin, fearing for the prospects of peace, decided to 

ve in. 

a few hours before the end of the Knesset seasion, speaking to 
reporters in Washington, President Carter offered his un- 
cerstanding of the Arabs’, including Mr. Sadat's, irreducibly 
minimum claims. These were, besides Israel's withdrawal from 
the West Bank and-Gaza, and the resolution of the Palestinian 
question ‘‘in all its aspects,"’ also the restoration of East 
Jerusalem to Arab sovereignty, with the possible exception of: 
Mt. Scopus and the Wailing Wall. 

Mr. Carter did not actually say that he supported the Arab 
stand, But the conclusion was inescapable that he did not think 
it was particularly wmreasonable, 811 things considered. 

This was puzzling. If Mr. Carter could be persuaded that 
Israeli villages should not be removed from admittedly Egyp- 
tian soil, was it only lack of the right information that prevented 
him from appreciating that East Jerusalem, historically part of 
an undivided city, only became “Arab” through an act of usur- 
pation in a war of aggression? 

For that matter, did Mr. Begin perhaps confuse, in the Yamit 
case, Mr. Carter's willingness to perform diplomatic ‘'goad of- 
ficea'" for a genuine conversion? 

As a guide to actior it would surely seem advisable for 
Israel's representatives to assume that there are certain issues 
on which this country and the U.S. are still deeply divided, and 
that these divisions are Hable to affect the quality of the 
American mediation. But since such mediation is preferable to 
any of the currently available alternatives, Israel should do 
everything in its power to minimize the rift, and to seek a max- 
imum coordination of policy with the Americans. This should 
be done now lest the Americans, in their courting of Jordan, 
Svria and West Bankers, spread what would ultimately be il- 
lusions about the parameters of Israel'a policy. 

During his 15 months in office, Mr. Begin has shown little con- 
sistency of approach on this question of strategic coordination. 

He started out by dismissing the necessity for Jerusalem to 
concert policy with Washington, except on procedures. 
Washington's retort, so to speak, was to league together with 
Moscow on fresh diplomatic initiatives. When this, in turn, drew 
the sharp reaction from Cairo that led to Mr. Sadat’s journey to 
Jerusalem, Mr. Begin lost no time in hurrying to Washington to 
mend fences and secure backing there. ἈΝ 

This strangely zigzagging course finally broughit Istiel and 
Egypt to Camp David, which, besides the boon it produced, is 
also a reflection on the inevitability of direct U.S. involvement 
in the process of getting Israe] and Egypt to make peace. 

It is now plain enought that, in Israel's interest, not much less 
than Egypt's, the U.S.-will have a more-or-less permanent seat 
at the table, and that its thinking will primarily be guided by 
what Americans think is best for them. 

This may also be best for Israel, but not necessarily so. There 
are some areas in which the interests of Israel and the U.S. 
sharply diverge. Nevertheless there has always been sufficient 
convergence, especiaily since 1967, to achieve a ΣΘΕΒΟΠΒΌΙΕ 
degree of harmony with America. 
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«A READER IN New York tells this 
story: 

“Your readers may he intrigued 
by some news which is of religious, 
but probably also of zvological 
significance.

“In these days of hope and prayer- 
ful expectations, this report of the 
reappearance of the historic fox may 
be a source of cheer and renewed 
confidence to us.”’

have double meanings. 

We shalt attempt here to read. the 
text of the agreement from two 
points of view: that of the Rerrsaus 
and that of the Israelis. 


THE EGYPTIANS READ the agree- 
ment as follows (quotes are from the 
Camp David texts, except where 
otherwise stated; all italics are 
mine): Israel agrees that the ac- 
cords are “based on Security Council 
Resolutions 242 and 838 in all their 
paris." Therefore, in Egyptian eyes, 
the resolution applies to the West 
Bank and Gaza as well. 

“All their parts’’ means not only 
the principle of ‘‘withdrawal from 
territories," but also the preamble to 
Resolution 242 “emphasizing the in- 


admissibility of the acquisition of. 


territory by war." 
Therefore, according to this inter- 


. Pretation, Israel has accepted the 


principle of complete withdrawal 
from the West Bank and Gaza. 

The implementation of this princi- 
ple and the attainment of the goal of 
the “resolution of the Palestinian 
problem in all its aspects” is ex- 
pressed in the text by the phrase 

“transfer of authori 

However, the implementation of 


. this principle cannot be achieved at 


once. It has to be “peaceful and 
orderly.” Israel and Egypt

ting them, as’ suggested by Mr. 
Begin in his original autonomy.plan. 
Instead, all the parties concerned 
will discuss them freely, with no side 
having a decisive. say. 

True, the military government will 
be abolished only after an agree- 
ment has been reached on the defini- 
tion. of the powers of the self- 
governing authority, but: Israel 
already agreed at Camp David: on 
the principle that her right to govern 
the West Bank and Gaza as an oc- 
cupying power should cease to exist. 

The specific powers of the’ self- 
governing authority should be 
worked out, but undoubtedly the 
power of eminent domain, and the 
control of state lands, physical plan- 
ning and registration of title deeds 
will be granted. Otherwise ‘‘full 
autonomy” is meaningiess.: 

Therefore, the debate on the 
settlements is superfluous because 
when the autonomy will be set up, 
new settlements will be established 
only by permission of the autonomy, 
or if the authority will agree to 
allocate Jand and water and will ap- 
prove land transactions. The ex- 
isting settlementa will remain, and 
we can assume that they will be ex- 
cluded from the direct control of 
the self-governing authority, ‘but 
their development is conditional 
upon their having land for expan- 
sion, 

There is no doubt that self- 
government is not limited to the per- 
sonal} status of the inhabitants, as the 
Israelis would have it. There is no 
authority without a definition of the 
area in which it exercises its powers. 
There can be no "strong police 
force” without a defined area of 
jurisdiction. Replacing the military 
government with a self-governing 
authority means that the latter will 
have control over the. areas that 
were previously. under military 
government. This means the ar- 
mistice line {the ‘‘green line"), and 
includes Hast Jerusalem, according 
to the Egyptians.
